ly died in the County gaol of old age, waited 
upon the County Council on Wednesday in 
behalf of the aged, infirm anil insane of the 
County, and hy their unvarnished statement 
of facts rained the ire of certain members of 
the Council. 

Mr Vermilyex was the first to address 
the Council. He said in the month of De- 

nber, 1886, D, L, Brown, Justice of the 
Peaco, and a member of Tyendinaga ‘Lown- 
ship Couveil, committed Joel Aylsworth to 
the County jail ona charge of vagrancy The 
old man Was too feeble to walk an! had to 
be helped to the ce’ Tt was fount! thathe 
was covere/l with vermin, He was cleaned 

| made as easy as p asible on the prison 
are, but was perfectly powerless to help 
himself. He was fouiid one morning den 
in his cell, At the inquest the evidence 
snowed, wad inquiry supported the evidence, 
that the decease had for somy tine been 
rasisted by the Coiicil of Tyenlinaga. 
When he became helpless, instead of the 
Townsbip caring for hin or scudling bim to 
the Hospital for treatmont, he was sent to 
the County gaolas a criminal. The expense 
of comfortably maintaining him at the hos: 
pital, where he would haye proper meiliea 
treatment, was$l per week, Such practices, 
he said, scomed inhuman,

Facts Fanmens Ovonr to Know. 


Parsnips may be left in the ground through 
the winter, 

Ground bone and kainit with some mari- 
ate of potash makes a good plant food for 
the peach orchard. 

In purchasing hens select carofully from 
well known yards, to avoid the introduction 
of diseases and lice into flocks, 

The production of oleomargarine for do: 
mestic consumption is officially estimat 
od at the rate of one million pounds per year. 

Progressive cultivators in the north-west 
ern States succeed in growing fair crops of 
peaches every year by giving winter pro- 
tection. 

Experiments mado at the Michigan Ag 
cultural college make it appear that the 
ashes of corn cobs have a value ox man 
ure of $2.50 per 100 pounds, which is more 
than twice that of hard wood or of wood 
ashos. 


Acommon hoe, straightened out by a 
blacksmith, makes cheap and excellent 
implement for chopping roots for stock. 

Whether prices be up or down, prime 
mutton sheep are always salable, and at 
good prices, The markets are never supplied 
with choice mutton, 

There is nothing better for the manure 
heap than soapsuds. It prevents fire-fang- 
ing, arrests the escape of volatile matter and 
hastens chemical changes and decomposition. 

Farm yrofits vested in permanent im- 
provements return larger dividends than 
when deposited in banks or invested in 
other directions. A farm cannot be to 
highly improved. 

Mr. W. R. Halstead tried planting wheat 
in drills and cultivating {t like. cort: The 
production was doubled. He recommends 
planting the rows sixteen inches apart and 
cultivating with the bull-tongue plow, But 
it would be a lot of trouble. 

The consumption of food by dairy stock is 
paid back in a three-fold way—milk, growth 
of stock, and the value of the manure, which 
last often balances the first cost of the food. 
It is in that respect that stock-raising is su- 
perior to exclusive grain growing. 

Gilt-edged butter cannot be procured un- 
less the udder and teats of the cow and the 
hands of the milker are washed before milk- 
ing the cow. The milk must then be re- 
moved from the stable as quickly as possible, 
as it will absorb odors as soon as it becomes 
cool, 


It would not be out of place if farmers 
would put their names over their gates, in 
order to assist those seeking particular re- 
sidences. The plan is as applicable in the 
country as in the city. Even the farms 
alonga road could be numbered from one 
town to another. 


At this season, when the corn is being fed 
to the hogs, it should be remembered that 
the warmer and more comfortable the hogs 
are kept the less corn required. Before hogs 
can fatten the bodies must be supplied with 
suflicient heat to protect against cold, and 
the greater the amount of heat saved the 
larger the gain in fat. 


A perfect strainer is made of three thick- 
nesses of fine bolting-cloth in a tin frame, 
like the hoops of a hair-seive, It should be 
s0 constructed that the three cloths can be 
takon off and cleaned separately. Fine dust 
that will’ pass througWone thickness of cloth 
or wire gauge will be arrested when two or 
three are laid together, and not a hair will 
go through, 


Though long custom has given the prefer: 
ence to large hogs, yet the small carcases 
sell better than the heavier when sent to 
market. Experience has taught man 
farmers that itis cheaper to raise pore 
quickly than to keep pigs over winter in 
order to allow them fifteen months’ growth 
instead of ten, as a good spring pig will be 
ready by Christmas. 


If there be any materials that are unfit for 
use on the farm, such as rakings, loaves, 
or dried weeds, consign them to the flames, 
as itis much better to do so than to have 
them inthe way, Fire will do more to de- 
stroy weed arate and save labor during the 
growing season than any other agent, At 
this season get ready for the next by reduc- 
ing the mntaber of articles, 


Do not store your root crops in mounds if 
it can be avoided, as it is difficult to got at 
them for use when the ground is frozen. 
Make bins in the barn, and pack them in dry 
earth or sand. Endeavor to avoid all the 
moisture possibl, In this manner they will 
not only be protected from frost but will bo 
within easy access and in anys quantity de- 
sired during the coldest days of winter, 


The following is the method of curing 
hams that received the prizo at a Now Eng- 
land fair; To every 100 pounds of meat 
take 8 pounds of salt, 2 ounces saltpetre, 2 
pounds brown sugar, 1} ounces potash and 4 
gallons water, Mix them and pour theliquid 
over the hams after they have been in the 
tub two days, they having been rubbed with 
fine salt when put in the tud, They should 
remain in this pickle six weeks, then taken 
out, hung up three days to dry and smoked.

Tue Porrry oy Mip-Ariantic Armt.—In 
the course of an address on the action of 
micro-organisms on surgical wounds, Prof. 
F. §. Dennis, of New York, states that 
during his last trip across the Atlantic he 
made some experiments to test the purity 
of the air about 1,000 miles from land. He 
employed capsules of sterilized gelatine, and 
expose thom for fifteen minutes. One cap- 
sule was exposed in the stateroom upon 
the main deck of the steamer. Within 18 
hours over 500 points of infection had devel 
oped. Two capsules exposed in a similar 
mannérin a cabin on the promenade deck, 
where the circulation of air was free, show- 
ed five or six points of infection each ten 
days afterward. A capsule exposed over 
tho bow of the ship was found to be entire- 
ly uncontaminated. These experiments are 
on the.samo lines as those of Pasteur and 
Tyndall upon the moun‘ain air of Switzer- 
Iand, and, so far_as they go, they show the 
germless*conditiow ofy mid-ocean air, and 
also the'uted for such more eflicient venti- 
lation in the staterooms of even the first- 
class American liners.

It is a well known truth that the violation 
of Nature's laws will’bring Nature's penal- 
ties. The stomach must have rest ; if it is 
not given by the person yoluntarily, it will 
be taken at his expense. When a person is 
constantly violating the most important 
principles of health, we certainly cannot be 
surprised to hear persons say, “This cli- 
mate don't agree with my constitution ” 
and to find that ‘“ overwork ”’ breaks down 
so many of our professional men. 


Health Notes. 

Keep your sleeping rooms well aired even 
in this cold weather, Many a headache and 
unpleasant taste in the mouth is caused by 
sleeping in impure atmosphere, 

Men in business have y bad habit of 
keeping their hats on in doors. ‘To this 
eause may be ascribed the distinguishing 
mark of the middle aged Canadian —bald- 
heas. 

None of the minor ‘ ills” is more trouble 
some than an ingrowing nail. By pouring 
hot tallow over the nail, the hardened flesh 
about it is shrunken and. relief is immedi- 
ate. 

When any part of the skin ha ir 
en, apply {ce, snow, or cold water. The 
Vicinity of o fire and warm room should be 
avoided. If the part blisters treat it as you 
would a burn. 

A drop of cold. water, placed in the lobe 
of the car, will put a stop to hiccough, or if 
this does not produce the desired effect, 
press firmly on the arteries of the wrist, 
where the pulse is felt. 
serson should bathe when the body is 
fatigued by either mental or physical labor, 
or immediately after a meal. bathing 
purposes; in summer, the water aliould be 
about 70", in Winter, 80°, 

In case of being bitten by a snake or dog, 
suck the wound (spitting it out) bathe it 
with warm water to make it bleed freely 
Tie a handkerchief around t limb above 
the wound. Give spirits and water to 
drink, 

‘A good liniment to remove pain and awel 
ling, from any part of the human body, is 
made by rubbing up one ounce of camphor 
in four ounces of olive oil. Rub briskly 
on the aching part and relief will soon be 
manifest.

Rules For Winter.

e Coming Struggle. 


War on the Danube may come by-and-by, 
but at present the news from Europe leads 
us to believe that the next great war will 
he near the Rhine between France and Ger 
many. Ono day we have ramors of immed 
jate war, and the next day the talk is of 
peace; but every week looks more like war| 
inevitable between the two powers named. | 
| Bismarck, we may be sure, will begin the! 
fighting, unless be can fool the French aa 
thorities ashe did Louis Napoleon seventeon 
yeara ago, by getting them to striko first, | 
while they are yot unprepared for the otrug 
gle. Ifit be agreed that war between the | 
two must come within a few years, then 
there are important reasons why Bismarck 
and Von Moltke should wish it to cone now 
France's material wealth, her production per 
annum is about double that of Germany, al- 
thongh the latter has not very much the ad 
vantage in population. Therefore France 
can expend, and as a matter of fact she does | 
expond, far more than Germany can on cost: 
ly preparations for war. It is clearly under- | 
stood at Berlin that during every year of| 
peace. France is relatively gaining, while 
Germany is relatively losing, ax rogards pre- 
paredness for war on a large scale, And 
therefore Germany hasa motive for hurrying 
on war which is almont irresistible, at all 
events to a man of Bismarck's ambition 
Still, it is quite within the probabilities that 
Bismarck may by superior diplomacy induces 
France to appear the aggressor, while he 
himself has been planning war all the time, 
and rendering it inevitable. In the game of 
diplomacy a country haying a monarchy and 
a court has immensely the advantage of a re- 
public; aud the more despotic the monarchy 
is the greater are its advantages in the liplo- 
matic game. A republic, provider it he big 
enongh anil good enough in fight may give 
hard knocks as well as a monarchy when ac- 
tual fighting things do come at Yast Rut 
the nation having a king or an emperor has 
decidedly the advantage at the beginning, 
Tt may appear a strange notion, but per 
haps they are not wholly without reason on 
their side who argue that almost the only 
thing to compel peace on the Rhine woulil 
he a declaration by Russia that if war fell 
out she would take the field against Ger- 
many. That would make the struggle a 
terrible one initeed, forin such case England, 
Austria and Italy would almost certainly 
be drawn into it, on the side Germany 
This reflection is suggested. in conclusion: 
Is it really possible to maintain peace very 
long, with such immense armaments of war 
as Europe is now keeping up aud even rapid 
ly increasing every week? We should 
think not, but time must tell,

may be substituted by provisions that will 
remove all possibility of further conflict 
In speaking to a meinber of the Cabinet, 
this morning, he says that we are powerless 
to de anything. 

We allowed th» Americans free ure of our 
fisheries for six mouths after they abrogated 
the fish: ry clanees of the Washington treaty, 
without receiving any corresponding benefit, 
u the hope that they would consent to the 
appointment of a commission to arrange 
some sort of an amicable setclement, but in 
this we failed. They rejected all proposals 
for the appointment of a commission, an: 
that is all we can do, We now have to fali 
back on the treaty of 1818, and although the 
Americans protest strongly against it we 
have only enforce: its provisions and nothing 
more, Continuing, he said it would be uu 
precedente in the history of any country 
were we to allow the Americans to place any 
fnterpretation that may suit them on that 
treaty, as they evidently are endeavoring to 
do, It wonld not only be humiliating to

It is learned to-night that work on the 
British Columbia fortifications will be pro:

ish Gveroment was sent out a year ago to 
inwpect and report on the defences of that 
province, for which purpose the British Gov 
ernment has appropriated one hundred thou 
sand do lars, to which is to be added twenty- 
five thousand as Canada’s contribution. 


Another Retaliatory Measure 


The fisheries retaliutory bill recently 
passed by the Senate of the United States 
against Canada is not considered thorough 
enough by the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, aud another bas been prepared on 
the lines of the draft ineasure prepared by 
Mr. Manning. The new bill will enable the 
President to prevent trausportation by rail 
way us well as by vesscl between Canada 
and the United States, and will, if thorough- 
ly enforced, amount to an edict of complete 
non-intercourse, There will be sume strung 
opposition before such a bill as the one pro 
posed can get through both Houses of Con- 
gress. There are thousands of busine » men 
in the United States whom the enforceme t 
of the measure would ruin, and the people 
of the West, who aro benefited by the com- 
petition afforded by Canatinn railways and 
Canadian vensels, will work han! against the 
measure, Bvsides, there is a feeling on the 
part of a large class of Americans that these 
measures aro morely a part of a plan of bull 
dozing Canada into forlelting her rights, and 
that the Unitod States Government ia acting 
the part of a big bully who relies upon 
physical force. Such a rule is considured 
unworthy of a democratic nature, and the 
opinion is forcibly expressed that if Canada 
is wise she will adhere firmly to her rights, 
which, if she does, she will acoure, and that 
without war d, Canada’s 
stand is applauded in the United States,

Terrible Railway Accident. 


Ono of the most appalling railway ncci- 
dents that has occurred for some time took 
place on Saturday morning last on the Cen- 
tral Vermont Railway, at the White River 
bridge, The train te which the accident 
took place was the Montreal express, made 
up from New York and Boston, and consist 
ed of soven cars in all; and the four rear 
ones, consisting of passenger couch aod Pull- 
man sleepers, were precipitated throngh the 
bridge to the river below, a distance of sev- 
enty feet 

Uhe cars in their descent took thu bridge 
with them, aud the whole was soon one mass 
of flames, the wreck taking fire from the 
stoves in the cars, There were over eighty 
penne in the coaches, and of these about 
lorty were either killed outright or perished 
iu the flames, A large number of the vic 
tims were pinned fast by the wreck and all 
the efforts of those who eac ‘© unable 
to rescue them, so that they suffered a hor- 
rible death by burning. Of those who went 
down with the wreck and escaped with their 
lives many were seriously injured, though a 
fow sustained but slight injuries. 

The accilent is supposed to have been 
caused by the breaking of an axle un one of 
the coaches, and no blame is attached to 
those in charge of the train,

Cc »mpensation. 


It must be understood at the outset that 
the liquor business is not permitted and 
puiitectad by the Government solely for the 
nenefit of the trafficker, A partuership 
exists between the people i their corporate 
capacity as a State, on the one hand, and 
some individuals who carry on liquor-mak- 
ing on the other, ‘The Government, ie. the 
people, is even more largely interested. fin- 
anwially in the business than is the distiller; 
the people get the largor share of the profits, 
The business is so vemanerative that the 
maker undertakes to supply the capital, 
find the plant, furnish the work, and take 
the sinaller part of the proceeds. If the 
business be stopped the Government loses, 
by the stoppage, a much larger income than 
does the distiller, Either party may dis- 
solve the partnership. If the Tati 

s that the business shall be termina 
is he then bound to compensate the 
ment, ie, the people? Tithe pwople decide 
tu stop, are Tae any more bound tu com- 
pensate the «distiller? 

It is admitted that the liquor traffic is a 
& great national evil; that it keeps the coun- 
try poor aud materially increnses crimus. 
Bucause of this i: must be suppressed, 
True, a few men have grown enormously 
rich by its operation, Lut the rest of the 
commuuity has been impoverished. Tbe 
fact that those euriched manufdbturers have 
taken so inuch money from us is the grouns 
upon which they ask for more. In a cer- 
tain sense they have a right to what they 
acquired in their business; they have no 
right to what they now demand, An in- 
slividual meinber of the legislature may 
speud his own private funds for whiskey, 
and so give money to these wealthy mono- 
polists. He has no right to deal so with 
the public funds. ‘be case of the old toper, 
who “licked” his wife for sitting up und 

icked” her for going to bed, is paralleled 
y that of the impudent brewer who pockets 
the individual citizeus’ mousey by doing 
what is adinittedly wrong, aud then de- 
mania the corporate citizens’ mouey because 
he is compelled to stop. 

There 18 a good cleul of nonsense talked 
about the amount of money that has been 
invested in the liquor business because the 
investors believed the business was going to 
be permanent, Every cent invested in the 
liqnor business in Canada tovay, and a 
great deal more, has been carned in that 
business. There is no balance of o 
capital that would be lost through Prohibi- 
tion. Nor was there ever auy reason for 
presuming that the business would be per 
mavent Prohibition is older than apy 
liquor business in the Dominion, Every 
distiller and brewer went to work in the 
face of organized temperance effort that 
could only have one result. ‘They weut in 
to make money while they had a chance, 
and they have made. Now they pretend 
that they expected to make more, and plead 
their own stupidity as reason for a grant of 
public money to make up the amouut which 
they say they foolishly expected to realize, 
his country has not yet gone into the buri- 
ness of bonusing speculators at the public 
expense, because these speculators profess 
to be fools. 

If there is any reason at all io asking the 
country to indomnify liquor dealers who 
will be poorer because of the country’s do- 
ing right, would there not be even more 
reuson iu asking the liquor dealers to indem- 
nify the thousands who are poorer because 
of these dealers doing wrong? Where then 
would be the claim for compensation? To 
whom? From whom? For what? Would 
not the balance be against the distillers? If 
the people are now willing to let the distil- 
lors off, scott free, with their ill gotten plun- 
der, the plonderers should be devoutly 
thankful, and judiciously keep their month 
shut in reference to the dangerous question 
of compensation.

THE PROVE ‘. 


At tho timo of the experience ot which I 
am alkout to write, I was professor of astren 
omy and higher mathomatics at Abororom 
| Lie College. Most astronomers have a spe 
cialty, and mine was the study of the planct 
Mars, our nearest neighbor but one in the 
| Sun's little family, - When no important ec 
lestial phenomena in other quarters de 
manded attention, itwas on the ruddy disc 
of Mars that iny telescope oltenest | 
focused. I was never weary of tracing the 
outlines of ita continents and seas, itscapes 
dad islsnds, its bays and straits, its lakes 
and mountains, With intense interest I 
watched from week to week of the Martial 
Winter the advance of tho polar ice-cap to 
ward the equator, ang its corresponding re 
troat in the summer; testifying acroda the 
gulf of space as plainly ax written word 
to the existence on that orb of a climate like 
cur own. A spocidlty is always in danger 
of becoming an infatuation, and my interest 
in Mars, at the time of which I write, had 
grown to bo more than strictly scientific. 
The impression of the noarness of this planet, 
heightened by the wonderful distinctness of 
its geography as seen through a telescope, 
appeals strongly to the imagination of the 
astronomer. On fine evenings I used to 
spend hours, not so much critically observ 
iby as brooding over its radiant surface, till 
T could almost persuade myself that I saw 
tho breakers dashing on tho bold shore of 
Kelper land, and heard the mufiled thunder 
of avalanches descending the snow-clad 
mountains of Mitehell. No earthly land- 
scapo hail the charni to hold my gaze of that

cinity of Little Jennie and Grand Central 
mines, in Bald meuntain, the suow is eight 
feet dewp on the leve', and travel is impussi- 
ble except on snow shoes, 


A Rapia Growth. A 


Rev. Dr. Talmage says:—“ No party has 
ever risen into power 80 rapidly as the Pro-

of the Free ‘Irae party in Britain, and the 
liter programme of the Irish Natioualists.

Aunt Mary's Brown Bneap,—One cup- 
ful Indian meal, one cupful graham flour, 
two-third cupful rye and fill up cup with 
white flour, one-half cupfal molas: one 
teaspoonful of saleratus dissolved in a little 
hot water, three cupfuls of milk, one tes 
spoonful salt, one teaspoonful butter.

Sce that the water 
docs not stop boiling, or boil entirely away, 

SALap Dressixa,—Beat the yelks of eight 
eggs, and add to them a cupfal of sugar, a 
tablespoonful each of salt, mustard, and 
black pepper, also a little cayenne pepper, 
and half wcupful of cream.» Mix thoroughly. 
Boil o cupfal of butter in one pint and a 
half of vinegar. Pour this upon the mix- 
ture, and stir well, When cold put it in 
bottles, This dressing will keep for wovke.

ter it too quickly, On the other hand, va- 
por docs carry it upwards, as the aroma of a 
damp rich field when the hot sun comes from 
behind the clouds soon tells us. These two 
upward and downward movements of water 
through the soil carry the at food within 
reach of the attracting influence which roots 
possess, Thivis the principal cause, appar- 
ently, why growth is so rapid and vigorous 
aftor a shower, an assisting but leaser cause 
being also the cleansing of the leaves and 
opening of their pores by the ri Vegeta- 
tion will, at such times—while, as remarked, 
the water is passing through the earth 
downwards aud upwards (for, if watched, 
both these processes can be seen proceeding 
at one time) and during the longer succeed- 
ing period when, the first process chiefly 
concluded, the second, of vapor rising from 
the surface under the influence of the gun’s 
heat, is still continuing—make very rapid 
progress indeed, £0 that it is common to say 
that the crops can then almost be scen to 
grow.

in surimer, as noticed above, all can see the 
effect in increased growth.

The existence of whole nations of gigantic

An aiibhelearedoneniartpied by the 
Alf circular, or elliptic movement 
ve waves of air—a natural drying 
machine, in fact, Froni the above any one 
will sco the reason, so far as at present un- 
derstood, why crops of all kinds do better, 
other things being equal, where sheltered 
by woods or rows of trees. The passage of 
through the soil, downwards, by 
gravity, upwards by the sun’s attraction, is 
THE GREAT MEANS OF BEARING PLANT FOOD. 
to the roots. That movement is much and 
injuriously shortened where currents of air 
sweep uninterruptedly over the soil. We 
will carry tho description of the process of 
growth a little further, 80 as to give a fuller 
idea of the movement of moisture through 
earth and air, The plant or tree receiving 
nouri its roots re also much 
water, which is the vohiclo carrying it. By 
this it is carried to the leaves, and there ex 
posed to the action of the air, which gives 
it all that portion—a very considerable 
quantity—of plant-food, which can not be 
obtained from the soil, but from the atmo- 
sphere. Thence the food is sent to all parts 
of the plant, but the water does not remain 
with it. Mostof this has passed in vapor 
away from the leaves. How great the 
quantity of water thus passing into the nt- 
mosphere may be imagined from the fact 
that a sunflower has by experiment been 
found to emit three half pints, anda cab: 
bage 25liquid ounces daily. Forests transpi 
millions of gallons daily, and this greattrans- 
piration of cool vapor ascending, mecting 
clouds.charged with warmer vapor, effects 
precipitution, as it is called, that is to say, 
rain, forests being thus the cause of the de 
scent of much more moisture than they cause 
to a These movements of heat and 
moisture, noting on our earth, create and 
nourish all vegetable life. 

WKH GREATLY INTERFERE

The first and most essential ag 
preventing contagion are, cleanliness, pure 
air, and sunlight. ‘These are nature’s great 
antiseptics. For tho first great essential, 
cleanliness, our local Boards of Health seem 
to have but little regard, If they would 
Brats one half the time in cleaning the back 
alleys that they consume in magnifying the 
few isolated cases of diphtheria, the original 
invasion of an epidemic might often be 
averted. ‘' Prevention is better than cure,” 
but after the epidemic has once begun, the 
question naturally arisos; how shall we 
limit its ravages? The first means to be 
thought of is solation. Tho patient ought, 
if possible, to be placed in an upper front 
room that is light and and all but 
adult members of the family excladed. No 
children should. be permitte be exposed 
to the contagion. All unnecessary furniture 
should be removed, and, as far as possible 
proper Ronee should bo freely used. 

The following rules for disinfection, as 
given in Gatchell’s Key Notes, are ve 
simple and perhaps as good as any :

Apple Culture. 
BY JAMEs DOU LL, WINDSOR, ONT, 

A great deal depends apon the soil and ex 
posure, as also on the planting, after culture 
and varieties chosen to make a successful or- 
chary 

A good atrong deep clay loam is no doubt 
the best, as the roots can go deep, deriving 
moisture and sustenance from below, whieh 
if properly underdrained with a little man 
ure from time to time will make a perman- 
ent orchant 

A gravelly soil with gravelly subsoil is 
probably the next best, and if kept rich 
with surface manuring will give fiver fruit 
than any other, requiring no training. 

‘A saudy loam is also good, but it 18 some- 
tines accompanied with a hard-pan subsoil, 
than which nothing can be worse, preventing 
the roots from growing down, while in. win- 
ter and late in spring it is saturated w 
water which cannot well get away, as under- 
trains only draw for a short distance in such 
subsoil, Perhaps by making a good deep 
uaderirain along where the rows of trees are 
to stand they might succeed, 

A sandy soil is in general too. poor, but 
when deep with a good subsoil it bears a 
yood healthy orebard. 

A wet peaty soil, or where the water 
stands in winter, is totally nofit unless thor- 

hly drained and liberally supplied with 
lime or ashes to correct the acidity of the 
svil. 

A shallow soil is also bad as the roots in- 
stead of growing downwards, creep al 
near the surface, exposed to ull the vi 
tudes of great cohl in winter aod beat in 
sulmnmer, 

If it is necessary to plant in auch soils it 
should be done on the surface, or a very 
shallow hole dug and the earth raised in a 
mound around the tree, which should be 
well staked till the (ree fairly takes root.

o matter what breed you have, says a 
writer in the Practical Farmer, something 
further is necessary in order to reach the 
best success in raising good milkersa. Good 
blood, whether Shorthorn, Jersey, Devon, 
Aryshire, grade, or native is not everything, 
but lies at the foundation, Something can- 
not come from nothin, Treatment in rais- 
ing a milker should 1 ething different 
from that in raising a beef animal or an ani- 
mal for labor, Begin as soon asthe calf is 
aday old; seo that it has sufliciont to eat 
and iskindly treated and regularly attended 
to. Never pamper or overfeed, but give 
it good, generous food, to cause a regular, 
carly ane steady growth. Acustom it to 
be handled, but not to such an extent as to 
acquire objectionable habits as a cow, but 
rather to be fond of the presence of the keep: 
Kindness helps to create a quict dis- 
position so important in the dairy cow, and 
this education must begin when the calf is 
young. Any hibits nequired when young 
are apt to cling te the cow when grown, 
Fora milker I wuld have the heifer come 
in at two years old. he is then old enough 
to become a cow. I would not, as a rule, 
allow her to go farrow, but milk her up to 
within a few weeks of calvir ven if I did 
not obtain but little at a milking. A cow 
thus trained will give more milk and be 
more likely to hold out long in inilk if her 
after care is judicious and liberal, as it should 
be. Such treatment tends to form the ha- 
bit of giving milk, and, as wo know, habit 
is a sort of second nature,

Liour aNp Heavy Hay. 


In the various rules for estimating the 
amount of hay in bulk not enough difference 
is allowed for the variation in weight de- 


exposure to rains and other causes, ‘The 
same sorts will have much exs weight in 
proportion to bulk after being dried out by 
acold winter. Hay that has been bleached 
by long exposure to rains will always be 
light in weight, and be proportionately less 
valuable than even its weight would indi- 
». The soluble juices which give hay its 
greatest value have been washed out by 
rains, leaving an undue proportion of woody 
fiber. There is, besides, a 
variation in tho original c 
grass and hay, depending on tne character 
of the soil on which it is grown. Farmers 
on wet, mucky and overflowed land com 
plain that their largo crops of hay do not 
pan out well when brought to the weighing 
scales, Timothy grown on such soil has 
coarse, hollow stems, with smaller propor- 
tion of leaves, Such soils are often deficient 
in mineral fertilizers, and a dressing of phos 
phate when the land is seeded makes the 
crop better and the hay richer and heayior, 
Still this conrse hay is salable and does not 
exhaust the soil as does hay grown or. upland 
This may be one reason why the bulk of hay 
sold is grown on low, anucky and overflowed 
lands, 


Sronina Hay wirn Straw, 
Where the hay is put up rather gr 
may be saved in aot condition for feeding 
by mixing with straw. The surplus mois 
ture of the grass is absorbed, and with 
much of the aroma which gives good hay its 
delicate flave It can hardly be said that 
tho nutritive value of the straw has been 
mado equal to hay by this process, for it 
constituents have not been changed, But 
in making atraw more atable there ia a 
decided gain in its nutgitive valuo, as what 
over is caten with a relish ia d 
much better than that which is not, 
straw and hay are to be stored together next 
summer the straw must bo saved in good 
ondition now. Many farmera who w 
know the bonefit from this practice ac 
over try it, for the reason that at hayi 
time the old straw isall gone, xnd that from 
the new grain crop ix not yet threahed,

Canada and tho States. 


Hon. S. A. Richie, of Akron, Ohio, hav 
delivered an address, in whieh he points out 
the advantages to the United States of com- 
mercial rel tions with Canada. Mr. Richio 
says Canada imported $50,000,000 worth of 
American goods in 1885, whereas all South 
and Central American countries put together 
only took $64,000,000 worth of such goods 
inthe same tine. ‘Inother words, forty-five 
millions of people to the south of the United 
States only took twenty per cent, more 
American goods than the four million to the 
north, This should open the eyes of Senp- 
tor Ingalls and the statesmen of his stamp 
who talk so fiercely of killing Canada by 
cutting of commercial relations with us, 
Mr, Richie, in his address, touches farther 
upon the condition of the Dominion. He 
leclares that our imports and exports, per 
head of the population, are greater than 
those of the United Statos ; that our railway 
mileage ix, per head of the population, tho 
same na that of the United States, and that 
our growth in population since 1776 hax 
boon relatively the same as that of the Unit. 
vd States. The Republic commenced with 
a population of three millions, and it now 
has fifty millions. Canada at the time had 
4 population of 300,000 and we now baye a 
population of five millions,

Oorn as Food for Man 


Tho time was when corn bread was the 
principle food for the inhabitants of this sec 
| tion of the world. Wheat br 
The corn product, hogs, whiske 
almost the only article of grout ¥alt 
section of the country at that time 
who were raised on this corn bre j 
have lost their taste for it Those 
who wore boys during this corn period, and 
have grown up to prosperity or otherwise 
have never forgotten its tas Of this class 
are the older people of the present time, and 
among thom we will find the corn bread 
made in the same old way as a part of their 
fi twice a week, if not once or 
twice a day, And then there is the fried 
pickled pork which goes with it end grati 
fies the a ago formed. As the 
country grow 9 prosperous, subsequent 
to al comm period of which we 
spea pad came into very general 
use, and even now among the younger peo: 
ple there are many who know little, if any 
thing, of the taste of corn bread, though 
some of the other corn products are not en 
tirely neglocte For many years past corn 

been noglected, ‘and it is only 
within the recent past that changes have 
been made in this direction. The new pro. 
coases of corn milling have had something to 
do with it. The corn pre ts Ave more in. 
viting, they are of » better quality than be- 
fore. Men of business pueh are behind the 
corn mills of the present time, aad they are 
taking meacures to educate the gen 
lic taste favorable to corn foods, a: 
possibilities are strongly in the'r favor, for 
tne reason that in corn food we find a meri 
torious product which has only to be pnshed 
to finda more general recognition. We no. 
tice an advertisement of a corn product of 
one of the largest establishments of its kiad 
in this country, though as the adtertisoment 
reads no one would suspect that the food 
was a corn product, it being disguised under 
another name, It is stated that ic is more 
digestible than buckwheat when made into 
cakes as a hundred is greater than thirty. 
seven, and by an exact analysis its true food 
valne is greater than buckwheat as a hun- 
dred is than thirty-four. There can be no 
doubt that the public at large is not fully 
conversant with the possibilities of corn 
foods. The dishes that may be prepared 
from its various forms are « much greater 
variety than from the products of wheat, 
and because of the merit that there is in 
corn foods, we may expect to see and know 
of its rapid progress in the favor of the in- 
habitants of this and other civilized nations, 
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Prevention of Diphtheria, 


Diphtheria is a dreadful disease at any 
time, especially does it become so when it 
breaks out in a family of children orin a 
school, Itis both dangerous and contagious. 
The germs are easily carried in clothes, 
person to another. Probably the 
fectant is sulphur. Besides pre- 
venting the spread of diphtheria, sulphur 
has a salutary effect on those already attlict- 
ed. Great care should be taken in schools. 
No childrea should be allowed to attend 
from families where the disease already 
exists. The schoolroom should be thorough- 
ly fumigated every day after school hours. 
In families where there are two or three 
afflicted at the same time, they should be 
isolated and confined in one bed room, and 
all the children not afflicted should remain 
in a secluded room or, if feasible, should be 
removed entirely from the the house. In 
any case every room in the house should be 
fumigated with sulphur two or three times 
daily. An easy way of fumigating is to 
drop a pinch of sulphur ona hot stove, or 
if a stove is lacking, a few coals on a shovel 
will answer the purpose. A little experi- 
ence will determine the amount of sulphur 
needed for cach room. It is not necessary 
to fill the room to suffocation. If the fume 
is offensive the windows can be raised for a 
minute or two. 
There are other useful disinfectants, but 
sulphur is as good as the most expensive, 
We breathe freely its fumes and our clothes 
become saturated with them. Families 
having fear for their children would do well 
to fumigate daily. This will often prevent 
oatbeesce of diphtheria in families who 
would otherwise suffer. In any event the 
use ot sulphur can do no harm,

The 
road over Elk Mountain is o natural one 
that will ad-nit of but a single coach passing, 
At the apex of the mountain the Granite 
coach halted in a station blasted out of the 
rock, and allowed us to goahead.

The box with all in it went over the preci- 
ico on its side and through tho window I 
ell out. Less fortunate than myself, the 
coach and my fellow-tourists lodged’ in a 
crevice on the side of the precipice, some 
180 feet below the road. “I was thrown out

How to Kill Murderers, 


“ How shall the ¢ path penalty be" inflict 
ed?” was the title of the subject discusse 
recently by the Society. of Medical Juris- 
prudence, N.Y. Dr. %. Lrill read the 
letter he had received from the Committecon 
Capital Punishment appointed by the State 
Legislature, asking his views on that sub- 
j Dr. Brill, in reply, declared thst 
he considered hanging barbarous, and quoted 
Dr. Hardy, who had attended various hang- 
ings, and had never seen death occur by 
broken neck in a single instance. ‘The 
most humane method,” he said, “is that 
of the guillotine, I am opposed ‘to electri. 
city, because dynamos are too expensive ; 
to prussic acid, becauseits action is indefinite 
and often produces violent convulsions ; 
the garrotte, because it frequently fails. 
“I'd have a man taken toadark cave, and 
there bury him after hanging,” said Lawyer 
D. §. Riddle, springing to his fect so sud- 
denly that every one looked surprised. ‘Cet 
no human being know where he is buried. 
Surround the crime with all the horrors you 
can. With respect to humanitarianism—to 
kindness to this bruate—I say away with it 
hang the man—hang him overand over if the 
rope breaks—hang him, havg him, hanghim.” 
At each repetition of theimperative Mr. Rid- 
dle’s voice grew londer, ‘* Don't have any 
reporters around, Don't Jet the man be ele 
vated to the rank of ahero, Ladies bring 
him roses and reporters speak of his fine 
looks and personal appearance. I think that 
by no incans we ought to abolish hanging. It 
is a good old] common law practice, and by all 
means hang toit.” [Laughter.] Dr. Peters 
advocated the garrotte. 

Dr. Woods didn’t look upon hanging na 
brutal. If a man committed a crime he 
thought he should have a punishment that 
would be a deterrent to others. Dr. McLaurice 
suggested taking the criminal to o dark 
room and drowning him in carbolic acid gas. 

W. H. Russell advocated delivering 
the criminal over to a commission of selected 
scientists and letting them take his life in the 
interests of science.
